The Examiner has indicated that claims 12-18 have been objected to, but would be 
allowed if rewritten in independent form. See August 12, 2003 Office Action at page 7. 

Claims 12, 15, and 18 have been rewritten in independent form and should therefore be 
allowed. 

Additionally, claims 6, 8, 9, 1 1, 13, 14, and 20 have been amended to depend from 
independent claim 12. Claims 2, 3, 16, 17, 19, 21, and 22 have been amended to depend from 
independent claim 15 and claim 10 now depends from independent claim 18. 

This should now put the application in a condition for allowance.
